WASHINGTON W' — Edmund G. 
(Pat) Brown, California’s Demo­ 
cratic attorney general, expresstid 
confidence 
Wednesday 
he’ll

elected governor next year. He 
said the issues will include Rus­ 
sia’s Sputnik and what he termed 
a “ deal” among Republican can­ 
didates. 


Gov. Goodwin J. Knight an­ 
nounced Tuesday he was giving up 
his bid for re-election and would 
run instead for thè Republican 
senatorial nomination. This Igsyes 
the GOP gubernatorial nomination ‘ 
open to Sen. William F. Know- 
land. 


Brown said a California Repub- * 
lican told him it had been ar­ 
ranged for Knowland to resign his 
Senate seat after the primary next 
June so Knight could be appointed 
to the vacancy and run as an in­ 
cumbent senator in the November 
election. 
Knight quickly put out, a state- 
,ment saying “ I have never dis­ 
cussed Mr. Brown’s r e p o r t e d 
scheme with Sen. Knowland and 
no representative of mine has done 


Knowland’s decision to give up 
his Senate seat in favor of a try
